Lord Brax}ield next delivered his opinion, and 
agreed entirely with Lord Hailes as to the hei- 
noufnefs of the crimes of which the pannel had been 

uilty, and the feverity of the punifhment which he 
fo ju(tly merited. His Lordthip Iikewife agreed 
with the learned Judge, that,’by the common law, 
their Lordtttips bad fufficient power to inflict all the 
punifhments which had been mentioned by his Lord- 
thip ; and that the ftatute of George II. did not ex- 
tend to Scotland. In giving his opinion on the 
prefent cafe, however, he could not entirely lay 
that ftatute out of his view. He there faw feven 
years tranfportation exprefsly mentioned as the pu- 
nifhment to be infliéted apon perfons guilty of fuch 
crimes as.thofe which had been committed by the 
pannel. He Was nor; therefore, for extending the 
term mentioned in the ftatate ; but, while he withed 
to be guided by it in this refpest, he would call in 
the aid of the commmon’ law to enable him to do 
what the ftatute did not empower, and that was, to 
adjudge the fervice of the pannel for a number of 
years.

Lord Henderland could by mo means admit, that 
the prefent queftion fell to be decided by the ftatute 
of George II.

cedents. One his Lordhhip particalarly remémber- 
ed. It was that of a perfon who had been tried be- 
fore the Circuit Court at Aberdeen, in the year 
1771. He was convicted of deceitful and frauda- 
lent pradiices,, in fome refpect fimilar to thofe com- 
mitted by the pannel, though not near fo dangerous 
or extenfive, ‘The two Judges who fat upon that 
occafion, and whofe abilities, as wel] as humanity, 
no one could calb in queftion, fentenced the culprit 
to be publickly whipped through the ftreets of A- 
berdeen, to be-banifhed to the plantations for life, 
and adjadged his fervice to the tranfporter for the 
firft feven years.
